WOMEN ADOPT MALE ATTIRE. 

Female Garb Depleted and An Appeal 
Made to Outside Sisters. 

New York.—A World special from 
Philadelphia says: After a long inter¬ 
val, news of the doings of the inhabit¬ 
ants of the Pitcairn islands, in the 
South Pacific ocean, descendants of 
the mutineers of the Bounty, have 
reached civilization. The John A. 
Briggs, which has arrived at this port 
from Port Townsend, with a cargo of 
1,300,000 feet of Oregon pine, touched 
at the islands on April 31st and found 
the inhabitants in good health, but in 
sore straits in the matter of feminine 
apparel. Of 160 natives, nearly 100 
are women, aad somehow or other, in 
spite of their complete isolation, these 
women’s thoughts turn to clothes and 
fashion. Of late the supply of waists, 
petticoats, etc., has run out, and none 
of the vessels which stop at the island 
at infrequent intervals has carried arti¬ 
cles of this sort. ‘ In their extremity 
the women have adopted male garb. 
It is unbecoming and they know it, 
hence the appeal which they requested 
the oflBcers of the John A. Briggs to 
make to their sisters in the big world. 

Anything in the way of clothes for 
the fair hex will be welcome,” said one 
of the officers: “These Pitcairn girls 
are pretty and charming, and it will 
be doing them a service.”

The monthly bulletin on the trade of 
the Philippine idanda for six months 
ending December 31, shows: 

The total value of merchandise im¬ 
ported into the islands for this period 
was 111,456,070, of which $573,346 
worth was admitted free of duty. The 
total amount of import duty collected 
was 12,071,706. The total exportation 
from the archipelago amounted to fi7,- 
646,626. The export duty oolleotei! 
was 1237,856. Total importation of 
both gold and silver is |1,261,.867; 
exportation, $1,297,416. 

A special dispatch from Cbeyoaaie, 
Wyo., says: A number of ootni^ 
have been committed by foreigners 
upon the Chinese residents of Roifk 
Springs, a coal mining town 200 miles 
west of here on the Union Pacific Rail¬ 
road, during the past few days. The 
State authorities, fearing a general 
movement against Chinatown, where 
more than 500 Chinese reside, have 
ordered several companies of troops to 
be in readiness to move to the 8t:ene.

DID NOT LEAD BOERS. 

Captain Belehmana Say* the Story Wae 
a Canard. 

Leavenworth, Kas. — Captain Carl 
Reicbmann, United States military 
attache with the Boers, denies that he 
took part as a Boer leader in any olj 
the battles in South Africa. It waaj 
reported during the month of May that 
Reicbmann was in command ot a Boer 
force in a battle wherein the English 
were defeated. The first word of 
direct denial is received in a letter to 
Adolph Lange of this city, written by 
Captain Reichmann at Pretoria on 
May 15th, He says: “I have been 
an observer in several fights, and they 
were very interesting. I was also at 
the battle at Sanna’s Post, of which 
yon probably beard that I was the 
leader on the side of the Boers. That 
was a silly canard. I was only a plain, 
bat mach'shot-at obsonrar.” 


'AMERICAN TROOPS IN JAPAN. 

Mikado Will Do All Pa!!lble to AM 
Uncle Shiii* 

Washington.—As was anticipated, 
tile Japanese Government has given its 
j clieerful assent to the application of 
j tiie United States Government for pev- 
I mission to land arnitnl troops and mili- 
I tary supplies at Nagasaki in transit to 
{ Taku, China. This privilege was de- 
. sired in order that the Pacific tratis- 
j ports plying between San Francisco 
and Manila chonld not be diverted 
from their regular route, but that the 
! troops and stock carried by them and 
intended for service in China might be 
transferred at Nagasaki to other ves¬ 
sels of the transport service and taken 
direct to Taka. 

The Japanese autliorities not only 
have agreed, but they also have as¬ 
sured the United States Governiueart 
that they will facilitate the moveioent 
of American troops and supplies as 
much as possible. The Quartermas¬ 
ter’s Department of the Army has pro¬ 
vided three large transports of the 
Philippine service for use on the line 
between Nagasaki and Taku, and is ex¬ 
pected in this way to expedite the 
movement of troops to China. 

BELITTLES THE CHINESE. 

Vlvll Knalneer Bays They Don't Know 
How to Fight. 

Chicago.—Jolin P. Roberts, a civil 
enigneer, who has spent thirty-eight 
years in China, and who left Shanghai 
last May, passed through Chicago on 
bis way home to New York. “Know¬ 
ing the Chinese as I do,” said Mr. 
Roberts, “I have little donbt but that 
all the foreigners in Peking were mur¬ 
dered long ago. The Government 
power is weak and the mob undoubt¬ 
edly got the upper band. I know too 
much of what Chinese mobs have done 
in the past to doubt that they mur¬ 
dered the foreigners. 

“An army of 40,000 regular troops is 
all that is necessary to take Peking,” 
he continued. The stories to the effect 
that the Chinese have an army of 950,- 
000 men are ridiculous. There are 
.not more than 20,000 drilled troops 
'in China. The rest are poorly organ¬ 
ized and poorly armed. If they had 
modern arms they would not know how 
to use them, and they do not consti¬ 
tute an effective fighting force.” 

Plague Measures In ludia. 

Simla.—Cholera is declining among 
the troops. The Government has 
issued a resolution admitting that the 
plague measures are a failure and or¬ 
dering the enforcement of only those 
that do not hart native ■nsoeptfbility. 
Gompnlaory corpse examination, the 
employment of spies and other objec¬ 
tionable meanres aie forbidden. 


New York.—A World’s spot-ial from 
Wasliington says: President McKinley 
and his Cabinet has decided to with¬ 
draw all the United States forces from 
Cuba within the next nine months. 
This is the first definite date ever fixed 
upon for turning the island over to 
the Cubans. During the afternoon 
session of the Cabinet meeting General 
Wooil detailed existing conditions in 
the island and gave it as his opinion 
that the Cubans were alniut ready for 
I self-government. Ho advo«-ated a 
constitutional convention at Havana 
some time during tlie fall or early 
winter. The President agreed to this, 

I and will soon select a date for tho eon- 
I vention to met. Tho troops will be 
I gradually withdrawn in tho interior. 

I Washington. — Two regiments of 
I United states troops, tho Second and 
I Eighth Infantry, are already under 
I orders to leave Cuba, and another 
I regiment will be brought home us soon 
as transportation facilities can be pro- 
: vided. While it is likely that all 
j these troops will bo orderwl to tho 
lO’ient, for service either in China or 
i the Philippines, their withdrawal from 
I Cuba has not been particularly hast- 
I ened because of that service. It is 
rather in pursuance of a general plan 
of the Administration to leave Cuba to 
j tho Cubans at tho calriest practicable 
moment. At a Cabinet Inneheon at 
I the White House General lasonard 
Wood, military governor of Cuba, 
was present, and the subject of the 
withdrawal of all troops was discussed 
at considerable length. U|X)n author¬ 
ity of a Cabinet officer, it may bo 
j stateti that there will be no unneces- 
: sary delay in the withdrawal of all 
j troops from the island. Governor-Gen- 
! eral Wood’s report of the condition of 
affairs in the island was very satisfac¬ 
tory to tiH) President and * speaks 
volames la praise of a policy wliich 
the- Administration, despite gll its 
cWeir; has io unswervingly oairtod 
out. 

While no definite time can be set by 
<«>v«TOor Woo<i or by the Administra¬ 
tion for surrendering to the Cnhaiis all 
the responsibility for self-governnient, 
it is 'believed that this result can be 
obtainwl within a year, and some think 
in 'mnch less time. 

Tho next step, now that the Cuban 
'oensns has been completed an<l the 
«le<-tion of municipal officers satisCac- 
torily accomplished, is the calling of a 
constitutional convention which sltall 
'determine tho form of government for 
tho island republic. The United States 
is under a pledge to the nations of tho 
world to see that the form of govern- 
'inent adopted shall afford |)roteotion 
and equal rights to all citizens. Until 
that is assure)!, therefore, the mild 
protectorate which this country lias 
assumed over the island will 'be con- 
tinuol. 

Every day and every hoar sees im¬ 
provement- in conditions, and troops 
will continue to be withdrawn as 'Gov¬ 
ernor Wood reports that tho ueoessity 
for them no longer exists. While 
5900 troops still remain in <3»ba, it 
.must be remembered that tliey are 
widely scattered throughout the Island, 
and that they are really a benefit to 
the communities where stationed 
on account of the money thus dis- 
'bursed. The talk about General Wood 
going to China has no foandation, as 
tiie President and Cabinet believe he 
is the proper man to remain in Cuba 
to establish a system of independent 
government for that country, which 
wae pledged by the United States. 

Final K«!t In Native Bell. 

Houston, Tex.—Colonel J. W. Scaldy 
4)if the quartermaster’s department. 
United States Army, has gone to Mex¬ 
ico to disinter and bring back fur 
burial in the San Antonio Government 
Cemetery the bones of American sol¬ 
diers who fell in the battle of Buena 
Vista, fought near Saltillo, Mexico, 
in 1846, between the Ameriiwns under 
General Taylor and the Mexicans un¬ 
der Santa Anna. The remains of 
about 700 Americans lie where they 
were buried on the battlefield, but a 
new railroad will go squarely across 
this spot, and this has caused the 
American Government to act. 

Portagal Fays tha Award. 

Washington.—The Delagoa bay ar- 
bitratioa closed, the other day, so far 
as Portngal was concerned, by the an¬ 
nouncement to the State Department 
by Senhor Duarte that his Government 
had deposited the amount of tha award, 
about $300,000, aith the Contra Dis- 
counta, a Parisian banking institution 
with which the Portuguese Govern¬ 
ment does bnsiness. It will remain 
for the British and American claimants 
to arrange for an equitable distribation 
of this fund.

DENOUNCES CAPE NOME. 

Portl.tnd Han 8ay! the Whole District 
l! a Fake. 

Victoria, B. C.—George W. Hazen 
of Portland, who has come up tho Yu¬ 
kon from CaiH' Nome, says in an inter¬ 
view that the Nome beach is a frost, 
the tundra a joke, the creeks liniitoi, 
shallow and not phenomenal, and the 
town of Nome is a iwrfect bubble. 
There are fully 26,000 piniplo there, 
and the stampede back to this country 
was al)oiit to begin. The camp cannot 
support more than 3000 people at tiie 
most. Tons and tons of machinery 
have been taken to Nome that will 
never be moved from tlio beach. Men 
are making very little on the iH'ach. 

Tho anger of the experienced miners 
and Alaskans who have been Inreil 
there is great. One man, Hazen says, 
who lias l)oen chasing mining excite¬ 
ments on tlie Pacific Slope for forty 
years, declares ho never saw such a 
stain|H<de fake as Nome. • 

On the beach for two and a half 
miles good machines of all kimls are 
strewn. People are encamped for hun¬ 
dreds of yards along a narrow strip of 
beach. They dare not move forward 
for fear of the tide nor hack for fear 
that the owners of lots will n)nke 
them buy at fahnions priws or deeamj). 

I This strip is so thickly strewn with 
I tents that it is an unbroken city of 
'canvas, with gny-roi)e8 intertwining at 
every step. Although there had been 
no suffering to speak of from lack of 
food 1500 peojile were walking about 
I the street without a jilace to sleep. 

The health of tho town was in a de- 
I plorable condition according to Hazen.

NEW YORK CENSUS RETURNS. 

Population of tho Kntiro City About 
Threo and h IlMlf Million!. | 

New York.—The enumeration of 
the inhabitants of tho boroughs of Man¬ 
hattan and Bronx for the Feileral cen¬ 
sus shows that the population on June 
let was 2,100,000 persons in round 
nttsshers. It lx not possfhfirto gtv« «x-' 
I act figures, because the count has not 
been tabulated in Washington, and 
until it is there is no way of finding 
out just how many {Hirsons there are in 
tho two Ixironghs. But tlie figures 
given are very close to the total, which I 
will scKin be annoiinceii by the Census 
I Bureau. , 

The Department of Ifeullh estimates 
the population of the two lioronglis ut 
2,182,611 on July 1st. Thu Health 
Department’s estimate of tho whole 
! city is 3,656,694. What the Federal 
, figures for the entire miiniciiiality will 
^ be cannot l)e told yet. It is likely 
they are smaller than the Health De- 
partn)ent’s estiinute in about the same 
pro]iortions that the figures for Mun- 
liattan and Bornx differ, or, in otlier 
words, that the population of the en¬ 
tire city is alxuit 3,500,000. The 
Health Department’s estimates are 
based on tononiont house statistics and I 
are used for determining tiie death rate' 
and in the uompilatiuii of vital statis¬ 
tics. 

The Federal census of 1890 showeil a 
population of 1,515,301 in what is now I 
Manhattan and the Bronx. It was 
charged then that the count was not 
careful nor complete, but the figures 
stood, and on them the reapportion¬ 
ment of representation in Congress was 
made. It showed an increase of only 
300,000 in population in the decade. 
The increase shown by the present cen¬ 
sus is considerably over 500,000, and 
may be nearer 600,000. The increase 
in the city’s population since 1880 is 
900,000 in round numbers, the census 
of that year showing that tliere were 
1,206,299 jiersons in the community 
then. 

The Health Department’s estimates 
of the population by boroughs on July 
Ist are as follows: Manhattan, 2,- 
007,241; Bronx. 176,370; Brooklyn. 
1,267,158; Richmond, (i9,266; Queens, 
136,659. Total, V‘56,694, 

Flour Manufactured In Japan. 

Portland, Or.—J. C. Robinson, a 
! well-known miliman, has received a 
sample of flour from a mill in Yoko¬ 
hama. The flour wae manufactured 
form a cargo of wheat sent from here 
several months ago and to all appear¬ 
ances is a first-ciasB article. Along 
with the sample.over which the Japan¬ 
ese are seemingly quite proud, comes 
the statement that the actual cost of 
the manufatured article was on the 
basis of $2.30 per barrel at a Pacific 
Coast point. As $2.50 per barrel is 
the lowest figure yet reported for flour 
sent to the Orient, it would seem from 
this that the Japanese were in a fair 
way to become active competitors for 
the flour trade of the Orient.

Bnt 
first see that the hen has no lice, the» 
give her good eggs and she will bring 
off a brootf if she has a warm and com¬ 
fortable nest. The nest should he 
made movable, so as to take outside l 4 »r 
cleaning and it should never be placed 
where any of tho fowls can cause it tf» 
be filthy or rwst upon it. It sliould 
never bo so liigh as to compel effort to 
reach it, as the largo hrmls will prefer 
to lay on tho ground rather than to 
reach a high nest, even wlien a Lad- 
way is providol, to say notliing of the 
fact that some of the liens learn to fly 
over a fence by first learning to read) ai 
liigh neat. Never have tlie nest in a 
barrel, or HO constructed that the hen 
must jump down to it, as hrokt'n egge 
will be the coiiao(|uence, but rather so 
place tho entrance as to permit her to- 
walk in upon the eggs. Tlie nest 
should ho placed in a dark position., 
or so arranged that the interior will 
he somewhat dark, which will he » 
partial protection against egg eating. 
For a (lock of one tiozen liens', fear 
nests will Ix) sufficient. — Prairiei 
Farmer.

career. The deans of both the Boston • 
aud Harvard law schools say that the 
legal profession is not overcrowded. 
I’rof. Ames of Harvard says that a 1 
young lawyer cannot expect to make 
his bread and butter the first year. 
Dean Bennett of the Boston Law 
School says that any young man who 
Is in earnest can succeed in the law, 
but adds the rather contradictory ad¬ 
mission that "two thirds of the lawyers 
to-dif>- eonid do practically all the law 
Iiiisiuess there is to be done.” As to j 
medleine. Dr. Richardson of the Har- j 
vard Medical School states that a prae- | 
tltioner of even mediocre abilities will i 
succeed If he attends to business, but \ 
adds that he cannot go to football i 
games and sail about the harbor. Few 
young doctors jiay their way the first 
year. Dr. Smith, dean of the Harvard 
dental school, is more optimistic and j 
declares that there is plenty of room 
for dentists. The outlook for the be- ; 
glnner is better now than at any prevl- j 
ous time. He said that the first year , 
was uphill work, but that a number of j 
men make $2,0U0 the first year, though 
the average for the novice would be 
about IjioOO. The most golden oppor- j 
tuiiity for youth, judged from the opin¬ 
ions of the secretaries of the Lawrence j 
Scientific School of Harvard and of the | 
Mnssnehusetts School of Technology, | 
are to lie found In selenee. Secretary 
Ix)ve of the former school says: "I 
should say that there are not one-half 
enough professional graduates In engi¬ 
nering to-day. I do not think there Is 
the slightest fear of overcrowding. In 
mining, civil. luechnnlcnl aud electrical 
engineering I know of no difficulty that 
our graduates have had In getting 
started." If there are any conclusions 
to be derived from these opinions It is 
that there Is room In the professions, 
not only at the top, but in the middle, 
and in some professions at the begin¬ 
ning. It would have been Interesting 
If the deans of the different theological! 
schools bad been asked to add tbelrj 
testimony.

Sheep Grub in Sammer. 

In midsummer the sheep grub causes 
mucb suffering to sheep. The animals 
huddle together, with their noses to the 
ground for protection against the gad¬ 
fly, the imrent of the grub. The fly alms 
to deposit her eggs In the nostrils of 
the sheep. If she succeeds In so doing 
the eggs soon hatch, the worms attach¬ 
ing themselTes to the sinuses of the 
nose by means of books, and live upon 
mucus secretions of the irritated sur¬ 
faces to which they cling. When fully 
grown they work their way down 
through the narrow openings by which 
they entered and cause pain to the ani¬ 
mals. The grubs fall to the ground 
where they burrow, become chrysal 
des, and develop Into gadflies In about 
two months. The difficulty of handling 
she^ Is an obstacle, but the usual pre¬ 
ventive is to daub wood tar on the 
noses of the sheep. Plow a furrow In 
the pasture, and repeat by loosening it 
after every rain, as the sheep will keep 
their noses In the soft earth as a pro¬ 
tection. A teaspoonful of coal tar and 
twenty drops of carbolic acid, well 
mixed with a pint of wood tar (to give 
the odor, will be an Improvement on 
the remedy.

Raialne Oeeoe. 

It will require but little capital to 
embark In the geese business, says 
Iowa Homestead. Brooder houses are 
not needed, and Incubator cellars and 
a wbole lot of capital-destroying equip¬ 
ment are not required to keep geese. 
They sbonld have plenty of permanent 
water to do well. They have been 
known to do well where large tanks are 
set Into tbe gronnd, and the waste 
i water from the supply tanks turned 
into it. They do well In the meadows 
I fter tbe bay baa been removed. Vege¬ 
tables which are usnally thrown away 
will make good winter feed for them. 
Should vermin be kept away from them 
there will be little trouble with them. 


Baiainir Clover Seed. 

To grow good clover seed It should 
not be left until all the seed his ripen¬ 
ed before cutting, as thus much of 
the best seed, that from the earliest 
and largest blossoms, will rattle out 
and be lost. Much of that which seems 
to be only partially ripened will germi¬ 
nate quite as well and bring as vigor¬ 
ous plants as tbe ripest seed. Handle 
and cure the clover just as if It was to 
be made into hay excepting cutting it 
later, and the straw will be a good hay 
after It is threshed, not quite as good 
ns the early cut hay, but quite as good 
as any late-ciit liay for horses or cat¬ 
tle. It is thought the best method of 
growing clover seed, to cut the first 
crtip of clover for hay, as early as it Is 
fit, and let the second crop grow and 
ripen seed. Some go so far as to say 
that the seed from tbe first crop is not 
as good ns that from the second crop or 
rowen, but we think the real advant¬ 
age Is getting the crops of hay. and 
perhaps there may be better weather 
for curing the seed at the late mowing 
than in June. 


Skim Milk aa an Insect Deatroycr. 

It may not be generally known that 
skimmllk or buttermilk readily mix 
with kerosene, forming an emulsion 
which destroy Insects without the dan¬ 
ger of injury to animals or plants on 
which they might be that might result 
from the use of the pure oil or of oil 
and water. We first learned of this 
from using this mixture for the scale 
Insect or mite which causes scaly logs 
on fowl. We found that one or two dip¬ 
pings or washings with it would cure 
the worst ease of scaly leg, aud leave 
the skin as smooth as when first hatch¬ 
ed. We never had occasion to try it for 
lousy animals, for we never had one, 
but we do not hesitate to recommend 
It, and we have lately seen Its use ad¬ 
vised for ticks on sheep, usiug u gill 
of kerosene to one gallon of milk. tVe 
did not make our mixture as strong of 
kerosene as that, but perhaps the 
larger tick may need a stronger appli¬ 
cation than an insect so small as to bo 
scarcely visible to the naked eye.— 
American Cultivator. 


A New Garden Insect. 

A new Injurious garden. Insect Is de¬ 
scribed by the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment as a lima-beau borer. The grub 
enters tbe stalk of the lima beau, form¬ 
ing a gall of an inch or more in length, 
and causing considerable damage in 
some sections. Tlie remedy suggested 
where this pest proves troublesome is, 
after the crop is gathered, to harrow 
the ground, thus exposing the larvae 
to the elements, aud then plowing 
deeply in the spring, wlilcli treatment 
has been found very effective against 
the squash-vine borer. The treatment, 
however, is more preventive than reme¬ 
dial, but lu small patches or garden 
rows of llmas the insect can be kept in 
check by trimming tlie terminal vines 
where Infected, and ilie larvae in the 
lower iKirtious of tlie stems can be re¬ 
moved by euttiug lougiludlually, with¬ 
out serious injury to the stem Itself. 
The preseuce of the iKirer i.<i indicated 
by au exudation of excrement.

Harnesa Blacklns. 

The great English harness blacking 
is made as follows: Three ounces of 
turpentine and two ounces of white 
wax are dissolved together over a slow 
fire. Then add one ounce of Ivory black 
aud one drachm of indigo, well pulver¬ 
ized and mixed together. When tbe 
wax and the turpentine are dissolved, 
add tbe ivory black and indigo, and stir 
till cold. Apply very thin. Wash after- 
ward, and you will have a beautiful 
polish. This blacking keeps the leather 
soft. It Is excellent for buggy tops and 
harness. Old harness, when hard, will 
be benefited by washing it In warm 
water, and, when nearly dry, greasing 
It with neats-foot oil. 


Depth of Cnitivution, 
Whether cultivation should be deep 
or shallow Is a matter that has beea 
discussed for mauy years. It is cluini- 
od that deep cultivatlou destroys the 
surface roots of plants, aud if the top 
soil is loosened and the weeds destroy¬ 
ed it is sufficient. The advocates of deep 
cultivation believe that if the ground is 
loosened to the depth of 4 inches it in¬ 
creases tlie porosity of the soil and al¬ 
lows the air aud water to penetrate 
more freely. It is proliahly well, how¬ 
ever. to stir the ground to a greater 
depth before a rain and shallow alter 
a ruiu. 


UorHcradish Profitable. 

Horseradish is a profitable crop, aud 
can lie grown on almost auy soil. I’laut 
the little roots, aud they will be large 
enougli for market in oue season. I’lant 
tlie root small end down, so that tbe 
top will bo two inches under the soil. 
Horseradish when matured ma.v re- 
main in the ground until spring, or mc.v 
bo stored iu pits iu the fall. It eoii- 
staiitly iucreascs lu the ground, .but 
when grown for market never becomes 
troublesome by spreading. It requires 
liberal ninnurlng. and a large supply 
can be grown on a small plot. 


Cauliflower. 

Although the cauliflower must have 
pleuty of light, yet it will be au advan¬ 
tage if plauted where shielded from 
the midday suu, such as ou the north 
side of some tall growing crops like 
corn, lima beans, etc. The late varie¬ 
ties bke .Vlgiers may be sown; also a 
succession of Erfurt, and again in tbe 
beginning of .inly selected Erfurt and 
Eclip.so varieties tanking among tbe 
best of the early kinds. 


Two Crops ou Suuic Land. 

.Vn excellent plan to get two crops on 
the same laud, and at the same time, 
is to droiJ seed of sweet corn in tlie 
same rows witli peas, placing il'-e 
seiHls of corn several iuclies apart. ;h;a- 
uing to .I foot apart after the plants are 
up. The corn will tinish its main growth 
after the peas liave ceased growing, 
though for taller kinds the corn serves 
.as supporis.

DUELING IN FBANCE. 

THE CUSTOM HAS DEVELOPED A NA¬ 
TIONAL FIGHTING BLADE. 

It Is a laoaa, Stroaw Sword, tb< 
Epee dr Combat, aad With It. 
Were the Combataats So laellaod, 
SerioBs lajarlea Coald Bo lanicted. 

Persons other than French are wont 
to maintain In spite of the occasional 
pin pricks that the French duelists In¬ 
flict oil one another that French duel¬ 
ing Is a French faico. But Frenchmen 
and sometimes other persons in sym¬ 
pathy with them insist upon being-tak¬ 
en seriously. 'They insist that duefkng 
with swords, which is the real thing in 
French duels, Is not child's play and 
that compared with It the old fashion¬ 
ed Anglo-Saxon resort to a “pair of 
fives” Is brutality not to be thought of 
by the scraping smlrker of the boule¬ 
vards. 

The French habit of settling disputes 
by resort to duels with swords has de¬ 
veloped a national dueling weapon, the 
epee de combat, a long and strong 
blade with three triangular grooves 
tapering to a keen point, with edges 
that never are used save for defense. 
The hand Is protected with a broad, 
round guard shaped like the gong upon 
an alarm clock. The handle is straight, 
with no other Incumbrance, and bal¬ 
anced by n heavy pommel which pro¬ 
jects beyond the root of the thumb 
when the weapon Is held ready for a 
thrust. 

It Is a modern development of the 
rapier with which Uyrano de Bergerac 
fought the bullies of Paris. It shows 
traces of Its descent through the ele-. 
gaiit court sword which was coming 
Into being when D’Artngnan became a 
field marshal in the “Due de Brage- 
Icnne." But Its hilt makes It Impossi¬ 
ble for ordinary wear In its present 
Ehnpe, and the epee de combat is the 
weapon of the French duelist and of 
him alone. 

In 1888 General Boulanger and M. 
Floquet found It necessary to settle 
their differences at the sword's iiolnt 
The critics had not much difficulty In 
picking the winner between a civilian 
president of the chamber of deputies 
well advanced In years who bad limit¬ 
ed his practice to sparrow shooting 
With a pistol and a “brav' general” in 
the full ardor of his life whose sword 
was the symbol of his profession. Yet 
they were utterly mistaken. 

If M. Floquet was no swordsman, he 
was full of quiet pluck and common 
sense, and be practiced one stroke only 
the night before the fight. A dozen 
times, though not too many to make 
his old limbs stiff the next day, he 
might have been seen In a well known 
sniles d’armos straightening his arm 
and raising his wrist until he could 
only Just see the point of his sworiL 
above and beyond the ball of bis 
thumb. The next day Boulanger inndo 
a furious attack, with many stamps 
and flourishes. The little president 
stiffened his back, threw out his point, 
and the unlucky general Impaled Ids 
neck upon the blade. Boulanger recov¬ 
ered, to die by bis own hand after 
“Boulangism’’ bad been discredited. 

"Harry Alls” of the Debats suffered 
much more quickly from the effects of 
the epee. Ills real name was Illppolyte 
Pei'ener, and in lighting a captain of 
Infantry on the He de la Grande Jaltc 
about certain scandals connected with 
the French Kongo be was hit In the 
right armpit and bled to death. 

The duel fought by Catiille Mendes 
in May of 1809 was almost as serious, 
and It was caused while Bernhardt 
was playing “Hamlet’’ by some fatu¬ 
ous quarrel over the physical develop¬ 
ment of the prince of Denmark. M. 
Vanor, Mendes’ opiioncnt, was a Hue 
swordsman and, sportsmanlike enough 
to recogplze the double advantages he 
enjoyed, contented himself with parry¬ 
ing correctly, Cntulle Mendes threw 
blnlself on his adversary’s point and 
was severely wounded In the stomach 
on almost the same ground where 
Pcrcher bad been killed several years 
before. 

It often Is urged outside of France 
that French dueling consists In merely 
pricking your man in the hand or fore¬ 
arm, as the least disablement Is held to 
“satisfy the honor" of the combatants. 
But the band and arm of an adversary 
are those parts of him which i^'e near- 
' est to you and which you can reach 
with the least exposure of your own 
person. 

The wound that Is produced by trans¬ 
fixing a hand, w’hlcb may be protected 
only by the ordinary kid glove of social 
custom. Is not only totally disabling. 

I but also extremely painful. Soldiers 
who have been shot In the palm Inva 
riably collapse for a time witb the 
! acute agony produced by the ruptui'e 
of so many delicate nerve centers. A 
1 thrust in the forearm Is equally effect- 
' Ive, for it disables all the muscles and 
I ligaments that enable a man to hold 
I and manipulate his sword. 

But though a fine duelist Is always 
capable of these particular thrusts— 
and they are far more various than 
would be Imagined at first sight—he 
has by no means exhausted Ids strokes 
when these have all been parried. At¬ 
tacks in what Is called the “lower line" 
are frequently successful and Invarla 
bly produce ii;i awkward wound when 
they succeed The throat Is as vulner- 
; able and as often attacked as is the 
chest, and It i lUst be remembered that 
the entire liody of each assullunt Is 
open to attack and obviously to Injury.

TO BE A HOUSEWIFE. 

Britlah Goreraineat Hu Besan Build- 
iB« Addition* to Kacb Public School 
tor mu Bxtrnordlnarjr Depurturu in 
Up-to-X>*t* Bducution. 

London Is not so slow. It on 

the first Monday In July a departure 
thu t may astonish the school boanls lu 
most American cities, autl If the uxi>er- 
Iment turns out as expected, the Lon¬ 
don schoolgirl will become co’.letllvely 
the best trained housewife In the world. 

The best assurance of the Importance 
of this movement Is that the British 
liovernment Is the “mover"—^the slug¬ 
gish, unenthusiastic old Government 
that really takes a long time to adopt 
new Ideas and loam new tricks, but 
when once It gets them learned will go 
on forever conscientiously doing them 
without missing a detail of the most 
Intricate plan, until It Is called off. 

It was comparatively a long time ago 
that somebody high up In British edu- 


wltti learning to care for what In Kn- • 
gland Is called “the scullery"—laaming. 
to clean the sink, to shine the pots and | 
pans, to scour the knives, even to poHsb ■ 
shoea From this humble start practice i 
and theory go hand in band. SupiK>se | 
the drainage pipe gets clogged np. The j 
children no* only will be taugbt how to 
flush the pipe or even take the sink 
apart, but what are the hygienic rea¬ 
sons that make It necessary. These rea¬ 
sons win be set down In notebook^ too.

I of lamp cleaning or the care of garbage. 

A part of every one of the present

Sometimes the kitchen and laundry 
were In the same building, but more 
often they were no*: and they were 
hanlly ever In a school building proix-r, 
and so when It came time to switch the 
girls off from the multiplication table 
and verbs and ask them to consider the 
hasty pudding or the Ironing board, the 
class had to pi« on Its hat and adjourn 
to the "center,’’ ns the laundry-kitchen 
platws are ealled, perhaps blocks away. 
But In spite of these disadvantagt's all 
Oie little schools h.ave prosin^red and 
are doing a remarkable work. 

In fact, with Increased Government 
grants, more and more experlenoeil 


bargaining for the provisions they need 
wirn a prmlenee and economy that 
would have delighted even Poor Ulch- 
ard. Once home again with their sup¬ 
plies, they prm'ced to cook them, and 
not only plan to make es-ery scrap go as 
far as possible, but to use up anything 
that may have l*een left over on the 
day l>efore.

Some of the girls stay to dinner, eat 
the things, clear away and wash up.

In the laundry conters the girls wash 
clothes and Iron them; their own, most¬ 
ly, brought from home. The garments 
look white and neat, and there Is a 
graceful promise In the fact, for the 
English washwoman of to-day Is the 
Nemesis of your linen. Apparently 
there Is nothing whatever In the way 
of household management that these 
girls don’t lesirn. The girls are taught 
home nursing, too. In a nxmi one was 
found In l>ed and two behind were 
propping her up with an arrangement 
composed of two chairs, while another 
girl dtauged the sheets. Another was 
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teachers and general abiding enthusl- 
aam. girls were coming out so skilled 
In cookery and laundry wor’i that It 
seemed a pity they didn’t understand 
the other details that make tip "home 
management” as well. The School 
Board asked for a grant for this pur¬ 
pose. but tlie Government frowned. 
Undaunted, the board arranged to 
teach ’'housewifery” anyway, aud did. 
They hav* mad* such a success of It. 
too, that the Government relented a 
whll* ago and made a ce-x gr.ini, as re- 
questt'd. 

The board kn*w exactly what It 
wante<l to do with this gran*. It laid 
plans at once to build an addition to 
every public school In London, wherein 
all of tb* pupils who were lucky enough 
to be girls should be Uught every 
branch of housekeeping under one roof,

POLYANDRY AS PRACTICED BY 
UNCIVILIZED PEOPLE& 

’Wonen In Central Africa Max Marrx 

a* Manx Men a* Thex Cbooae—Ccrc- 

monx Incident to Coming Ont of 

Barodesi Oirk 

The history of tbe Mormon roove- 
inent in this country is known to al¬ 
most everyone, and tbe Idea that a mau 
may have a plurality of wives Is as old 
AS the bills. The reverse of the shield, 
Ihowever, has not Iteen presented to the 
|eye quite so much, that in which tbe 
woman may possess many husbands. 

; In certain parts of Central Africa It 
Is not an uncommon occurrence for 
women among the native tribes to have 
as many as 100 and sometimes 150 
husbands. A traveler has related hew 
a certain Makoldo woman became Im¬ 
mensely wealthy, as wealth goes In 
that queer country, by marrying her¬ 
self to suitor after suitor on coudltioii 
that a certain amount of cattle wa.s 
forthcoming. Thus she became the 
^possessor of a vast herd and was raised 
almost to the rank of queen. 

Among certain savages an extraor 
■|dinary custom prevails—that Is, If the 
.eldest brother of a family wishes tc 
’marry the cefemony has also to be j 
gone through by bis other brothers. 
Thus, if there be a family of twclvt 
brothers and the eldest goes courting 
the woman of bis choice must also of 
necessity be chosen by the other eleven, 
and after her marriage. If the woman 
wishes to add to her stock of husbands, 
there is nothing to prevent her doing 
so. 

Among the Afghans it Is ordained by 
law that should a woman be left a 
widow the eldest brother of the dead 
mau is to become her husband, and tbe 
custom is so strongly insisted upon 
that any departure from It Is consid¬ 
ered a scandal and a disgrace upon tbe 
parties concerned. The same law holds 
good among tbe Tbusbwap Indians of 
British Columbia, the Somalis of east 
Africa, the Daniavas of south Africa, 
the luhabitauts of the New Hebrides 
and ethers, which is remarkable when 
we consider how far apart these places 
are, and that the Inhabitants of these 
several districts have. In nine cases out 
of ten. never beard of the others. 

In the Marquesas islands an extraor¬ 
dinary law Is in vogue, as follows: "No 
man may have more than one wife and 
.no wife of mature age less than two 
husbands.” Neither Is there any stip- 
ulatlon that the woman shall not have 
ns many husbands as she likes and 
there have bet'ii cases where a woman 
h.'is h.td twenty or thirty husbands, 
though such a state of affairs is rather 
the exception than the rule. 

In the Sandwich islands polyandry 
Js very common. There have been cases 
In the Islands where women have mar¬ 
ried widowers and their sons. Neither 
^8 there any limit in that country to 
tbe uumber of husbands a woman may 
have If she be sufficiently fascinating. 
..Among numerous Indian races polyan¬ 
dry has l>een an Institution for ages and 
among the Cingalese exists a rather re¬ 
markable custom that allows a husband 
to bring home another man with him 
on approval as another husband for bis 
wife. 

A traveler In Ceylon some years ago 
found one household presided over by 
a woman who had thirty-five husbands, 
a good many of whom had been intro¬ 
duced by tbe original husband, the 
others. In turn, being brought in to the 
tolerant wife by the new-comers. Of 
course, to our ideas such a state of af¬ 
fairs Is abhorrent, but very little dis¬ 
cord seemeil to be rife among this par¬ 
ticular wife and her varied assortment 
of husbands. The custom of centuries 
has made any ground for wonderment 
or objection nonexistent. 

There is one most remarkable phase 
In iKilyandry as practiced among the 
Thllietans; that Is that If any children 
be l>orn to the widow of a man whose 
brother has married the woman again, 
they are counted as the children of the 
Je^'oasetl. .And no matter whether the 
woman had ten husbands, her children 
would still be considered the children 
of her original husbaniL The reason 
for this Is that the first husband is con¬ 
sidered the head of the household, the 
family property being vested In him, 
and so all tbe children are feigned to 
be his. 

The "coming out" of a girl In the 
Banxlezl tribe In central Africa means 
a good deal more than It does here. 
She Is taken out In the middle of the 
village and all the men of her tribe are 
commanded to fall in line In front of 
her In full fighting dress. She is then 
bllndfoUleil and a wand placed In her 
hand. This being done, the line of war¬ 
riors becomes a vast circle around the 
girl, and she Is sent all around tbe liv¬ 
ing wall that hems her In with out¬ 
stretched wand and amid the pro- 
foundest silence. AA'hoever her wand 
touches as she speeds around the cir¬ 
cle Is to l>o her husband. At every sec¬ 
ond step the wand Is to be thrust out 
so that after she has flnlKhed her 
"tour” she will find herself possessed of 
a score or more of stalwart husbands. 
For she must marry every one that her 
wand touches.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

GOATS GOOD DAIRY ANIMALS 

Both Animals and Their Milk Grow- 
ing in Popnlaritx, 

The usefulness of the goat in clearing 
foul lands and the profitableness of the 
animal for its hair, skin and even car¬ 
cass is becoming pretty ■well under¬ 
stood. But the goat Is valuable as a 
dairy anlmaL If the cows, for Instance, 
are being used for supplying a city 
milk trade the keeping of goats for the 
home milk supply would be an excel¬ 
lent policy. The goat will live where a 
cow woud starve, and while IL Uke ev¬ 
ery domestic animal, will do best on 
good pasture. It will live and yield milk 
on astonishingly little food. 

The animal and its milk are almost 
entirely exempt from disease; the milk 
is more nutritious than that of the cow 
and agrees with stomachs that cow's 
milk frequently offends. The animal 
rtKiuires only the cheapest kind of shel¬ 
ter, but It needs shelter from the 
storms and in winter. If by reason of 
drought soiling is necessary, leaves, 
vegetable refuse, peelings of the apple 
or potato, bread crusts or stale bread, 
if they are sweet and clean, will be all 
the feed that is needed. 

All goats, however, will not eat the 
same food and *he feeiler will have to 
study the appetites of the individual 
animal. Frequent feeding and a va¬ 
riety of food in winter will lie found 
lieneficial. Roots, oil meal, oats, corn 
(of the latter In the whole state the 
goat Is very fond) are proper feed. es{)e- 
clally for the milking goat. Rock salt 
is greatly relished. The flavor of goat's 
milk cannot lie distinguished from that 
of cow’s milk if It is properly cared for. 
From three to four pints a day is the 
average yield of a good milker. The 
milk is so rich and of such a character 
that in making pastry It will take the 
place of eggs,—Epitomist
